Police Seize Two 
For Attempt to 
Slay India Leader 


BOMBAY, India (JP)—Prime 


Minister Nehru warded off 
an assassination attempt to- 
day by a knife-wielding as- 
sailant who jumped on his au- 
tomobile near Nagpur, Cen- 
tral India, authorities said. 


Later police said they had ar- 


rested a 32-year-old r.ckshaw pull- 
er and another person in connec- 
t.on v.-ith the attempt. 


News of the atteir.pt on Nehru'a 


l_fe first came in a telephone tip 
to the Calcutta newspaper Loka» 
satta and was iaetr confirmed offi- 


' cial.v. The report said the rick- 
shaw pu-ler leaped on Nehru's car 
and the premier pushed him back. 


Police said the assailant's nam« 


was given as 3abu Rao.

The Doctor Says 


Cooking Food Well Will Help 
Control Tapeworm Problem 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M-D. 


Among the parasites of animal 


nature which attack human beings 
art the tapeworms. Tfcere are at 
least 30 different kinds which may 
produce intestinal infection in man 
but only six are common. These 
are the beef tapeworm, pork tape- 
worm, fish tapeworm, dwarf tape- 
worm, rat tapeworm and dog tape- 
worm. In general, the heads of 
these parasites attach to the bowel 
walls and grow in segments back 
of this which may reach in some 
cases great length. Tne beef tape- 
worm, for. example, sometimes 
measures 12 to 15 feet long. 


MANY PEOPLE HAVE the idea 


that the moat common sign of the 
prsence of tapeworms is the con- 
sumption of a great deal of food 
without 
corresponding gain 
in 


weight; the tapeworm takes it all. 


Actually, this is not character- 


istic. There are ordinarily no 
symptoms for some time until the 
tapeworm has attached and grown 
for as long as three or four 
months. From this time on the 


egg» or for shedding of the seg- 
ments, depending on th* type of 
tapeworm 
involved. 
This, of 


course, can be done effectively 
only by microscopic examination. 
Once" diagnosis has been determin- 
ed the use of one or more meth- 
ods, including drugs aimed at ex- 
pelling the enure worm, are in- 
dicated. The effectiveness of the 
treatment has to be determined by 
finding the head, because il this is 
not expelled the tapeworm wiU 
continue to grow. The outlook for 
complete recovery is good. 


ONE IMPORTANT ASPECT of 


the tapeworm problem is preven- 
tion, since getting rid of a worm 
is troublesome at best. The par- 
ticular tapeworms involved are all 
killed by thorfcugh cooking of the 
beef, pork or fresh-water fish, re- 
spectively, so that mure thorough 
cooking is one worthwhile control 
measure. Careful attention to sani- 
tation ar.d personal hygiene, and 
constant campaigns against mice 
and rats are also desirable.

Rock Shifts 


Fred Jones, with the U.S. Gtolog- 


ical Survey Office in Spokane, and 
other geologists say subterranean 
rock is shifting because of the 
weight of new irrigation in the Co- 
lumbia Basin. 


Up to now the quakes and their 


accompanying rumble have been 
confined largely to a 10 to 12 mile 
square wheat growing area. 


He explains it all technically as 


"settlement in underlying basalt 
or interflows between them be- 
cause of the increase in volume of 
ground water to the west." 


The ground water volume has 


been rising steadily since this vast 
area, formerly an arid desert re- 
gion, was opened to farming by 
giant Irrigation projects.
